Q. Why is it that some imported briar 
pipes cost $10 while others of the same 
material cost but $2.50 or $3? If it is all 
imported briar, why the tremendous dif- 
ference in price range for the same 
wood?—A, W. R., Baltimore, Md 


A. You might go even further and 
ask why pipe bowls made from the same 
burl will vary in price. The reason’ is 


' that although two pipes can be made 


from the same piece of briar root one 
will be made from the heart of the burl 
where the grain is beautiful and flaw- 
less, and the other will be made from a 
defective piece near the edge of the burl 
which is full of nicks poor grain design, 
and other undesirable qualities. It is ob- 
vious that there will be a great difference 


| in price of these two pipes, yet both are 


not only of the same wood but of the 
same burl 


Q. How long does it take to cure to- 
bacco? That is, from the time it is 
brought in from the fields, how long is it 
before it is ready to be put in the pipe? 
—S. E. S., Indianapolis, Indiana. 


A. This varies according to the to- 
bacco. Some varieties such as Burley and 
the Virginias take but a few weeks 
whereas others, such as Perique. require 
over a year. Then there are others, in- 
cluding Burley, which are improved by 
being aged in the wood, and this process 
requires several years 

As may be expected the longer the 
processing the more costly the tobacco 
This does not mean that the best to- 
tobaccos are the most costly, however, 
for Virginia is a fine tobacco, but it just 
so happens that its curing process is not 
a long nor expensive one, and the smoker 
is therefore privileged. to enjoy the full 
aroma and flaver of many tobaccos at a 
vers nominal price.

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FIER every war comes a flock 

of spy stories, and this war is no 
different. Many readers have alreads 
heard about some of the ingenious 
methods which were used to transport 
secret messages from one country to 
another, across national boundries, 
and so on 

The other night we sat in on a dis- 
cussion by a group of pipe smokers 
and as is usually the case, the topic 
finally got around to pipes and pipe 
smoking, 

One of the fellows related a tale 
which should be of interest to any 
pipe smoker, and we'd like to pass 
it on 

He told the story as it was told to 
him by a British army officer and 
concerns the effort to get certain mes- 
sages to British agents working inside 
Germany 

The Germans had done so much in 
disrupting radio communications that 
this method of transporting messages 
was virtually discarded 

Messages had to get to agents work- 
ing inside Germany and various ruses 
were used. All the old ones were no 
good, and new ones which would defy 
discovery were the only methods con- 
sidered 

It seems a soung British Army of- 
ficer first experimented with using a 
pipe to conceal the desired message. 
We don’t mean that a pipe had never 
been used before but his novel 
method was entirely new and it was 
a gamble as to whether or not it was 
good enough to get past the eyes of 
the Gestapo and S_ S. troops and 
reach its intended destination, 


RITISH agents working inside 

Germany had been successful in 
bribing a young German into making 
regular fortnightly trips to the fron- 
tier where he made contact with agents 
from the home office in London and 
brought various items back to the 


sd 


under cover agents working inside the 
Reich 

He was never trusted with mes- 
sages themselves taking them con- 
cealed in some way so that even if he 
should be caught he wouldn’t be so 
likely to give them away and also as 
a protection against his turning traitor 
and letting his own country read the 
messages before delisering them to his 
British superiors 

On this particular occasion the Ger- 
man messenger was met by the British 
agents at the frontier and among 
other things he was given a pipe—an 
ordinary briar pipe—and a note which 
said one of the agents inside the coun- 
trs had sent for the pipe that it was 
his favorite pipe and that he was prac- 
tically lost without it. The messenger 
was told to destroy the note and to 
smoke the pipe if he was stopped or 
questioned 





HE YOUNG Buitish officer 

who had devised the scheme was 
a pipe smoker and had drempt up the 
idea of writing the message on a very 
thin sheet of asbestos paper This was 
then coiled inside the bow! the pipe 
filled with tobacco and smoked sey- 
eral times until a good thick cake had 
formed over the asbestos message. Al- 
though it took a long time to form a 
cake thick enough to thoroughly con- 
ceal the secret message, the trick was 
so well received by the officer's super- 
iors that they suggested it be used 
and some method devised of speeding 
up the caking process. 

It was then decided to use pipes 
purely for the transporting of the 
messages, and a pipe smoking ma- 
chine was devised which would cake 
the pipes sufficiently in 24 hours. Al- 
though the pipes were ruined for 
actual smoking, they served the pur- 
pose and relayed many important 
messages.

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TURKISH TOBACCO 


The Black Sea Region Provides an Excellent 
Soil for the Raising of What Many Smokers 
Consider to be the Finest of All Tobaccos 


I IS somewhat of a strange fact that 
the American Continent, the home 

of the tobacco plant, must look to 
Turkey and the orient for what many 
mokers call the world’s choicest tobac- 
os. But whether it is strange or not, it

saeco originated in Turkey, and then

tobacco growing industry in Turkey can

The climate and soil of Turkey have 
been found to be almost ideal for the 


growing of tobacco. In Turkey the plant 
has lost some of its lesser characteristics 
and gained some more desirable ones 


HE term Turkish Tobaccos is quite 
broad and includes those grown in 

the adjacent territories of Greece ( \La- 
cedonia) Bulgaria, and other nearby 
countries The name is a carry over 
from the days when Turkey included all 
of these lands 

As is generally the case with tobaccos 
in this country those of the orient also 
take their names from the territories in 
which they are grown. The differences 
in method of cultivation together with 
climatic changes and soil vatiances have 
much effect upon the finished leaf The 
peculiar soil in this region is not dupli- 
cated anywhere else in the world, and as 
a result attempts to produce Turkish 
‘Tobacco elsewhere have failed 

Generally speaking, the seed is planted 
in most areas quite early in the spring 
Transplanting is usually finished by the 
end of Vay and from then on the plant 
grows rapidly. When harvesting begins, 
the lower leaves are always picked first 
leaving the upper, more valuable leaves 
until the last. This is due to the sap in 
the plant which has a tendency to tise 
constantly to the top. 
‘The sap adds materially to the value 
of the leaf and greatly enhances its 
smoking qualities, therefore it is the best 
part of the plant and in greatest demand 
This richness in substance will continue 
to increase in these uppermost leases in 
proportion to the progress of gathering 
the lower rows of leaves. There is con-

of these are grown in Russia, Greece, and Bulgaria. they are all included under the more general term of Turkish Tobacry

varies greatly, not only from other 
varieties, but from one section of the 
country to the other, due chiefls to the 
manner in which the plant is r~ | aced 
In Turkey there are very few inta- 
tions” as we know them in this country 
[Instead each farmer has his small to- 
bacco farm and the whole family assists 
in the production of the leaf. Sometimes 
the planr is picked too soon, or not soon 
enough, resulting in varying qualities 

Each farmer uses his own experience 
as a guide in harvesting his crop and pre- 
paring it for market. There are no mass 
production methods—each little farm is 
a family affair 

With this in mind tt is easy to under- 
stand the tremendous importance given 
to the purchase of the annual crop by the 
buser Generalls speaking, the custom 
is tor the tobacco grower to pack the 
leaf into bales which the buser selects 
after thorough scrutiny, since every lot 
will usually ditter. and then orders it 
sent to his warehouse in the city, Trans- 
portation ts usually made by the grower 
or someone assigned or employed by him, 
and is made by ox-cart donkey-back, or, 
especially in the Smirna and Samsoun 
regions, by camel caravan. 

The poorly packed tobacco often suf- 
fers during these long jaunts and many 
times arrives in poor condition at the 
warehouse 

In the bales packed by the farmer the 
leaves are not sorted according to quality 
and kind, and this job must be done bs 
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the buyer in his warehouse. This is one 
of the most important parts of the pre- 
paration of Turkish tobacco 


TRANGE as it may seem, the types 
of leaf have been given names ac- 

cording to their method of packing by 
the buyer. The four general methods in 
use today were selected upon their merits 
and for giving the best results with the 
leaf used 

The first method known as ‘ basma” 
consists of superimposing the small 
leaves one upon the other Since this 
takes the longest time, it is consequently 
the most costly, and as a result only 
the finest. choicest leaf is given this 
more expensive packing. The word 
“basma” means “pressed,” and the leaves 
are not even tied, being held together 
in stacks of about 20 leaves by pressure 

The second method is known as 
‘bachi-bagli” and consists of tying to- 
gether 20 or 25 leaves with their stems 
using rope or strong thread 

The “kaloup” method consists of 
stringing the leaves on a long thread or 
string, 

The “tongas” method is simply the 
placement of the leaves loosely in the

Improper handling 
of the tobacco during this time can re 
sult in spoiling of the entire lot The 
bales must be given a quarter turn even 
two to three weeks until the bale is once 
more right side up—a process lasting

Relatively speaking, the area devoted 
to Xanthi production is comparatively 
small and is centered around the town 
of Zanthi in Eastern Greece at the 
northern end of the Aegean Sea. The 
Zanthi Yaka Basma, the best of the 
best, comes from an area about 10 miles 
square just to the south and west of the 
town of Xanthi. 

The Xanthi Ova Basma grows along 
the coast a few miles to the south of the 
town It is of good quality, but not 
as choice as the yaka. 


DJEBEL 


By rights Djebel should be classified 
as Xanthi, for it is not only of the same 
seed, but is grown in the same region 





Since most of this sector now lies within 
the boundaries of Bulgaria, it is packed 
at Bulgarian tobacco centers and may 
vary slightly from that coming direct 
from the towns of Xanthi and Kavalla, 
headquarters for most Xanthi tobacco 

Djebel Basma is practically all yaka, 
contains the same precious, sweet flavor 
of the Xanthi Yaka Basma, and the 
grand aroma, although in smaller pro- 
portion. Combustion qualities are excel- 
lent—better than the Xanthi, but it 
contains less nicotine and is therefore 
quite light in body 


MACEDONIAN 

The district producing the strain 
generally called Macedonian Tobacco is 
directly west of the Xanthi district 
Macedonian tobaccos are poor in nicotine 
and therefore have a light taste, are very 
choice, very sweet, possess a pleasing 
aroma and have excellent combustibility 
This combination of qualities permits 
this tobacco to be equally acceptable as 
a base of a flavoring agent in a pipe 
mixture. 

In this country Xanthi is often classi- 
fied as Macedonian tobacco. Actually, 
there is a decided difference the former 
being much stronger in taste, aroma. and 
nicotine content. 

The best grades of VIacedonian Yaka 
Basma are grown to the north and west 
of the town of Kavalla Further west 
are grown the secondary gtades includ- 
ing Salonica Yaka Bachi-Bagli and Sa- 
lonica Ova The latter possess a peculiar 
taste and are not regarded as anything 
other than second class 


SOUTHERN BULGARIAN 

Southern Bulgarian tobacco is grown 
in the region described by its name and 
is considered as one of the Macedonian 
types. The best known is called Philip- 
pople Yaka and is grown just to the 
south and west of the town of Philip- 
popel in Southern Bulgaria 

This tobacco is relatively new, having 
been discovered only a few years ago, 
is of noble taste, very light, sweet and 
fresh. It has an excellent aroma, burns 
well, and is often used as a base for 
adding other Turkish varieties 

The other kinds of Southern Bul- 
garian tobaccos, of which there are sev- 
eral, are generally strong and do not 
possess the fine flavor and aroma of the 
Philippople. 


ADRIANOPLE 
This tobacco grows in the peninsula 
forming Turkey in Europe and com- 
prising the wide plains of Thracia. It 
is of medium quality, of the ova bachi- 
bagli type. It is somewhat strong when

Is a Nickel Corncob Worth a Fine Briar? At Least 
One Man Thought So. Smith, Veteran of Two World 
Conflicts, Tells a Couple of His Pipe Experiences

City Hall Plaza where we were to be 
reviewed by local civic and military of- 
ficials, we had a longer break—a five- 
minute rest period in which we could 
smoke if we desired. 

At this halt, within a block or so of 
the plaza, the police were overwhelmed 
The crowd broke through, especially the 
girls, most of whom had smoke-begrimed 
faces and powder stains on their hands,

I had just lit up an old, five-cent 
cotncob pipe I’d bought in New York 
before embarking.

I explained to him as best I could that 
Indians, as well as whites, probably 
smoked and enjoyed corncobs as well as 
other kinds of pipes. 

“You know, Yank,” he said, still eve- 
ing the pipe wistfully, “I'd give a lot 
to have one of those.

And he brought out 
a rich old pipe of his own, “for this 
genuine briar, now?” 

The specimen he showed me was a 
fine one; short, straight stem, with bill- 
iard bowl well caked. 

I said I’d be delighted to swap, and 
so we did. I had many a sweet smoke 
from that old briar, costing much more 
than the five-cent corncob. It went with

Perhaps vou are one of those smokers 
who has never been able to find just the 
kind of pipe mixture that pleases vou

ing bar can help sou. In the jars are all 
the popular tobaccos and some that are 
very choice and rare besides From the 
thousands upon thousands of formulae

The DOUBLE BOWL 


From Holland Comes this Pipe 
Which Has a Double Bowl and 
Is Designed for a Cool Smoke 


By JAMES MORRISON 


USEUMS and libraries 
throughout the world abound 
with information testifying to 

he distinctive role pipes and pipe smok- 
ing have played in the history of man- 
sind Despite all this available data, it 
«still almost impossible to trace the in- 
jinidual history of a pipe, to discover 
‘eagons for its original acceptance and 
follow its growth through many changes 
to the present. 

It is therefore somewhat remarkable 
hat there ate sufficient documents avail- 
able todas to enable research on even one 
urticular type of pipe revealing the 
sory of its conception growth and de- 
elopment 

The story of the ‘hollow-bowl” reaches 
far back to the days when tobacco was 
ntroduced to thriving, sea-faring Hol- 
land. Tr was there in a factory, which 
aad been erected in 1+82, that a porous, 
das-like material was composed for pur- 
doses of forming a long-lasting, practical 
Pipe bowl 
As simple as the original conception 
might seem to us at present. there was a 
xeat and good reason for the immediate 
vpularity of a clay pipe, at least, great 
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and good to the thrifty Burghers who 
first hailed its appearance. 

‘Thrifty may be a very mild word to 
use in description of our Dutch for- 
bears. Let us admit that they were down 
right tight This fact, augmented as it 
was by the tremendous scarcity and popu- 
larity of tobacco gave rise to a need for a 
pipe which would not waste as much 
unsmoked tobacco as did the pipes then 
in use 

Necessity being the mother that she is, 
the Dutch conceived a pipe which would 
withstand bowl temperatures and at the 
same time consume all the tobacco with- 
out waste. This was the clay pipe. 

Primitive as it was, it lent itself to 
shaping, was inexpensive, and afforded a 
satisfying, tobacco-consuming smoke Its 
popularity can well be imagined. And if 
imagination will not serve, we have the 
living evidence of the clay pipe today to 
prove its success. 


ESPITE its many-sided attractions 

the clay pipe did not give as cool 

and sweet a smoke as was hoped for Be- 
cause of its own composition the clas 
bow! did not allow for the formation of 


cakes, nor could it absorb the excess tars 
and juices which add bitterness to the 
taste of the smoke 

It was, therefore, inevitable that un- 
less some way of combatting the harsh 
acrid taste could be found, the clay pipe 
was destined to go the way of all out- 
moded inventions. Its possible deline 
was further accelerated by the fact that 
briar had arrived upon the smoking 
scene 

Here the records in terms of actual 
dates becomes rather hazy. But we do 
know that the same pipe manufacturer 
who made the porous clay pipe hit upon 
the concept of the double bowl 

The double bowl principle can best be 
described by comparing it to the grate of 
a furnace As the ashes are sifted 
through a grate to the bottom of a fur- 
nace, so the bitter juices of the tobacco 
drip down through openings made in the 
bowl to a lower chamber where thes are 
trapped and cannot be drawn out while 
smoking 

However, the simplicity and logic of 
the hollow-bowl is highly misleading 
when one considers the intricacies and 
complexities of its production Were we 
to overlook even the preliminary steps 
necessary to prepare the washable porous 
silicate material out of which the bowl 
is shaped, we still have to face the pains- 
taking phases of its actual manufacture. 

The raw materials, after careful and 
precise designing and molding for proper 
cohesion, are baked in specially construct- 
ed ovens from a period of about twelve 
to eighteen hours and in a heat rising 
in graduated intensity to about 2000 
degrees 

When it is considered that a bow! 
filled with burning tobacco will reach 
an intensity of from only 400 to 800 
degrees, then we understand the prime 
importance of this high-fire baking 
process It results in the assurance of 
no deterioration of the pipe walls from 
heat.

As the distinctive carvings of Marx- 
man pipes reflect one avocation—sculp- 
ture—of Bob Marx, so are other of his 
avocations evident in his business. The 
energetic and aggressive manner in which 
Marxman has taken its place among the 
leaders in the pipe industry is due to no 
small extent to the zestful and active 
way that Bob Marx has always done 
things. For years an excellent athlete 
he is today still in fine phssicial con- 
dition 

Had not his mother said she would 
rather have a 320 a week clerk in the 
family that a $20,000 a year ball player 
he may well have had a successful pro- 
fessional baseball career The maternal 
objections caused him to turn down an 
offer from the Cincinnati Reds 

With more than 25 bouts under his 
belt, he was at one time the welterweight 
boxing champ of the Chicago YMCA 
and considered turning professional. He 
was also a wrestler and swimmer of some 
note and has a number of medals he has 
won in both sports In 1926, with the 
Parkersburg, West Virginia YMICA he 
was a member of the volleyball team 
that won the national championship 

Marx’s favorite sculpture medium is 
wood but he also has done some work 





in bronze as well as several carvings in 
stone. Probably his most noted work is 


“The Victor,’ a bronze of the former 
heavyweight champion, Jim Biaddozk 
his arm held aloft in the symbol of sic- 
tory 

Bob Marx is a friendly, personable 
sort of fellow that everyone likes instinc- 
tively. Easygoing and informal in his 
manner, at the same time he is a keen 
and competent business man. He treats 
his employees not as employees but as 
co-workers. His personality has pervaded 
his entive organization—otfices shops 
sales force However, there is one thing 
that he will not tolerate and that is 
careless workmanship 

Smokers who are familiar with Marx s 
pipes know they are of top quality Dur- 
ing the war G. I.s found this to be 
true, also, with the result that thousands 
of pipes were sent to servicemen evers- 
where 

The quality of workmanship wasnt 
overlooked by the Army either for one 
of Bob Marx's prized possessions is a 
letter now framed and hanging on the 
wall over his desk written by the 
Quartermaster Department of the U5 
Army, commending \Mlarxman on the 
quality of its many pipes supplied to the 
armed forces without a single pipe ever 
being rejected

Pre-Indian Pipes 


These Stone Pipes were Made and 


Used by the Mound Builders Before 


The Indians Migrated to America. 


By C. A. HERBERT 


HE SEASONED pipe smoker well 
versed in the lore of pipes and to- 
bacco, is convinced he can tell the char- 
acter of a man by the pipes that he 
smokes And strangely enough, you'll 
find that men of science—archaeologists, 
in particular—not only endorse this idea 
but actually recite many anecdotes in 
support of it 
Take these pre-historic pipes from the 
John Hudson Moore Collection, as ex- 


amples. These pipes were part of a 
recent archaeological “find” unearthed 
near Wickcliffe, Kentucky. The pipes 


are at least 1 000 years old 

In the years prior to 946 A. D, when 
these pipes were presumably in use (and 
each of them shows visible remnants of a 
well-built “cake” inside its bowl), no 
white man had yet penetrated the ter- 
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ritory now known as Kentucky, to ob- 
serve the natives and their customs at 
first hand By the time our forefathers 
did reach the Mississippi Walley several 
hundred years had elapsed—and all that

wipes of clay have been found which are 
‘elieved to have been used for daily use 
The same tobacco that we use today 
yas cultivated by these prehistoric men 
nme ten centuries ago for on several 
xcasions bits of the leaf have been found 
a protected parts of the mounds. It is 
hought that other leaves of plants were 
ko used for smoking by the Mound 
3uilders, since traces of unidentified leat 
‘qve been found but the great majority 
{that used was tobacco. Historians are 
so of the opinion that other herbs were 
jded to the prepared tobacco to soften 
sharsh effect. 

Besides the pipes shown here which 
vere found with remnants of well 
med cakes, a pipe was unearthed in 
ye ashes of a fireplace in the Feurt 
i nound and prehistoric village in Scioto 
County, Ohio, in 1916 which actually

This is sufficient evidence to show that

Human heads were not uncommon, 
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although they seldom resembled human 
features with any vers great degree of 
accuracy. Their somewhat grotesque 
shapes have led some authotities to be- 
lieve that the \[ound Builders usualls 
fashioned their pipes after their enemies 

Speculation as to the age the Mound 
Builder started using a pipe is anybody's 
guess. but in one mound in \arengo 
County, Alabama, the bones of a young 
child were accompanied by an earthen- 
ware elbow pipe, indicating that the use 
of tobacco and pipe either for ceremons 
or personal pleasure, was not confined to 
adults 


ROM the above we can reason that 
the Mound Builder was a skilled 
artisan able to work in diverse mediums 
with tools of his own devising. Since he 
lavished extraordinary carte on his pipe 
and its carving, we know he appreciated 
the finer things of life. From the prom- 
inence accorded the smoking pipe in the 
Mound Builders’ civilization they, quite 
obviously, were men of discernment 
So, in the future, if anyone asks you 
whether the pipe a man smokes is a valid 
clue to his character, you can reply that 
it most certainly is—even if he’s been 


dead for a while and as proof you can 
cite the above. 

In addition sou can start observing 
sour friends and your friends pipes and 
build yourself a set of case histories in 
support of this truism The re-emergence 
of the absolutely individual hand-carved 
bruyere pipe (and its quick surge to 
popular favor) makes a survey of this 
kind a lot easier than it would have been 
10 years ago. The shape and style of a 
man’s pipe are always clues to his char- 
acter but a man's preference in style of 
carving is a still more direct indication 
You'll find it fun to study the pipe tirsr 
—and then to observe the man_ he- 
hind it And to weigh your conclu- 
sions against your observations of other 
smokers 

The present day vogue for individ- 
ually carved pipes is understandable 
Smokers welcome the opportunity to 
select pipes that are exclusive originals 
unduplicated anywhere. And in making 
their selections, smokeis quite naturalls 
pick pipes that reflect their personalities 
You can tell a lot about a man by study- 
ing his pipe—even if he’s been dead for 
a thousand sears. And a pipe tells you 
even more about a man when you can 
study it and its owner together

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Breaking In 
the New Pipe

N breaking in a good pipe the fol- 

lowing rules should be observed: 

1! Dampen the inside of the bowl 
with plain water 

2. Use only good tobacco and pack 
loosely at the bottom, more firmly at 
the top and edges. This creates an even 
draft which is very important 

3. Smoke slowl; from top to bottom 
in order to create an even cake 

+, Smoke in long, slow draws, and 
remove the pipe from the mouth while 
exhaling. 

5 Remove the ashes immediately in 
the palm of sour hand. Never knock the 
pipe on hard objects 

6. Remove excess cake which is over 
one-eighth of an inch chick 

Properly broken in the pipe will re- 
main lighted until the tobacco is burned 
down to the bottom of the bowl. By 
smoking it slowly and keeping it from 
heating and cracking, you form an even, 
protective cake 

This cake is a porus accumulation of 
carbon which blends the tobacco with the 
flavor of the briar and gives that desired 
mellow taste. The cake must be kept of 
even thickness, otherwise ans additional 
formation will by its tremendous force 
break the bowl 

If your pipe goes eut while smoking, 
this is a warning signal that the cake 
formation is improper Carbon cakes are 
developed slowls to achieve a uniform 
cake a rich flavor. and an even color 

A burnout is often caused by stray 
particles of wood fuzz not being re- 
moved trom the new pipe or uneven 
cake formation. If the protective cake is 
damaged, this is also likely to crack the 
bowl The use of a pipe reamer is ad- 
vised in removing the excess cake. 

Clean the pipe when cool, otherwise 
you may crack the shank. Insert a pipe 
cleaner in the pipe and let it rest over- 
night. It should be removed the next day. 

The porous cake as well as the pores 
of the briar absorb little moisture at a 
time, and excessive use causes the pipe 
to become soggy. It is therefore best to 
use several pipes letting them rest 
regularly

Humidifiers in small units are avail- 
ble which can be placed in the jar with 
‘Ae tobacco. [hese are just as satisfac- 
tory, but they are not as convenient as 
when the humidifier is fastened per- 
manently to the underside of the cover 

A small layer of sponge is then cut 
to fit inside the cover so as to form a 
tight bond between the cover and the 
top of the jar. Fine sponges are now 
sdtainable which can be sliced with a 
sharp knife and cut to fit the circular 
position, 

The finished stand can then be stained 
varnished as desired,

Paper Towel 


For Polishing 


Keeping the pipe well polished is the 
pride of many pipe smokers, including 
myself. | have found that many times a 
chamois or regular polishing cloth is 
not readily available. 

A good substitute is a piece of Kleenex 
or similar paper towel These sometimes 
are better since they are clean and free 
from dirt and other foreign matter which 
ate likely to sctatch or mar the surface 
of an otherwise fine pipe. 

Be sure the paper towel is very soft, 
for even the texture of a rough paper 
is enough to harm a fine finish 

If the shine and luster of the bowl 
and shank has worn pretty thin, I have 
found that a drop of liquid wax placed 
on the Kleenex is sufficient to restore 
a fine polish. You'll be surprised how 
a good vigorous rubbing will make that 
old pipe look like it did the day sou 
bought it

Cleaner Used 
On Lighted Pipe 


Heres what { do when my pipe vets 
clogged. { run a pipe cleaner down 
the stem and shank while the pipe ts lit 
This loosens whatever may be clogyiny 
the opening at the bottom of the bowl 

I have found this much superioi to 
running a wire ot similar article down 
through the bowl of burning tobacco 
as is often done. The latter method 
disturbs the burning tobacco, often 
putting the fire out and results in many 
cases of having to completely repack 
the pipe. 

But the cleaner going in through the 
stem and shank not only removes the 
obstruction but takes out the moisture 
and cleans the pipe at the same time

The film then proceeds to tell the 
ory of the modern briar pipe, beginning 
tith scenes of Algeria from whence 
omes the root of the “heath”, the tough, 
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hard root unexcelled for performance 
smoking quality and satisfaction. The 
boats catrving the briar arrive in this 
country and the shipment is delivered to 
the factors 

Then the many operations which the 
briar block must go through are shown, 
the initial inspection, the cutting into 
heart” blocks of various sizes, then to 
the lathe for the turning of the bowl, 
followed by the “phrasing” of the shank, 
the boring of the shank so that the stem 
will make a perfect fit, the sanding ma- 
chine, and last the polishing which makes 
the pipe ready for its final inspection 

The film shows the scene from Bing 
Crosbs’s Academy Award winning film 
“Going My Way” in which he has come 
to the Parish headed by Barry Fitzgerald 
and proceeds to light up his pipe 

Concluding scenes of the film depict 
the interior of a modern pipe shop in 
which a large number of new pipes are 
on displas 

To any pipe enthusiast, this film has 
only one fault—it is much too short 
When it was shown recently for mem- 
bers of the staff of Pipe Lovers, the 
only comment at the end was ‘More, 
more.” The scenes of the early users of 
pipes were so interesting that ten times 
the footage wouldn’t have been enough, 
and we feel any real pipe smoker will 
have the same reaction 

Dozens of pipes were shown, but we 
could have looked at dozens more, for 
the film kept our interest throughout its 
entire length 

Persons who have never seen a pipe 
manufactured will find these scenes of 
much interest. All of the subjects covered 
would ordinarily require an hour to 
show, but Carl Timin, the producer- 
director has certainly done a fine job 
to pack so much information and his- 
torical data into this brief ten minutes. 

The Mastercraft Pipe Company is 
making the film available to pipe clubs, 
pipe smokers, and the public in general. 
The film is in sound, on 16mm. film, 
and a 16mm. sound projector is required 
to show it.

It is very rich in aroma which 
is very pleasant and is claimed by some 
to be the most aromatic of all tobaccos 
Smyrna has two pronounced negative 
qualities, poor combustion and high 
specific gravity But due to the light 
sweet taste, Smyrna is an excellent to- 
bacco to be mixed with insipid or de- 
fective ones, yet because of the heavy 


aroma which has an almost nar, 
effect on the smoker it should neve: 
permitted to predominate in a mix

The rest are so 
near to those described that for all prac- 
tical purposes a separate description is 
not necessary. 

From the foregoing it may be seen 
that Turkish tobaccos, although pri- 
marily a flavor-giving variety, vay 
greatly within themselves. Many Turk- 
ish tobaccos for sale in this country mas 
contain a mixture of several of the types 
described. By mixing these various types, 
almost any kind of a flavoring tobacco 
can be obtained 

When such a mixture is added to the 





caries according to the formula used in 
compounding the Turkish varietics and 
only by trial can the smoker learn yust 
what a given mixture ot Turkish to- 
baccos will contribute to a blend 

Pure Turkish tobacco which may be 
purchased at vour tobacconist s may be 
any one of the strains here described 
or it may be a combination.

A new type pipe known as the Con- 
vertible has recently been announced by 
Eugene J Rich, Inc. of New York 
The pipe is made by the Custombuilt 
factory of Indianapolis, Indiana, and is 
similar in style and workmanship to the 
well known Custombuilt pipe 

The new Convertibole varies in its 
construction, however, in that the bowl 
is removable and other bowls of differ- 
ent shopes can be substituted. The com- 
bination has been nicknamed the “Ward- 
robe” pipe because it enables the owner to 
have but one stem, yet different bowls 
for use at home, office, or country 

The Convertibole, like the other pipes 
made by Custombilt, is hand crafted 
of imported briar taken from century old 
trees and seasoned for six months, ac- 
cording to the manufacturer. The bowls 
and shank are given a dehydrating pro- 
cess of alternate baking and cooling, and 
ot tempering under infra red lamps 
which the company claims conditions the 
wood to sweetness by rendering it im- 
pervious to heat 

The new pipes are now beginning to 
appear in pipe shops throughout the

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NE afternoon I watched g young 

man clean his pipe and I was 
fascinated by his absorption in the task 
With a penknife he reamed the cake to 
the desired thickness. dug out a soggy, 
tarry “heel,” frequently wiped the blade 
on the grass at his feet, and then with 
a handful of “straws,” grimly attacked 
the stem and shank 

I wondered if he had taken the after- 
noon off to attend to the long-deferred 
job, for if ever a pipe needed cleaning, 
his pipe did! It contained enough black 
“goo” to have poisoned a cobra, yet un- 
dismayed, he painstakingls scraped and 
wiped the oil-soaked filter and replaced 
it in the gummy shank. 

Then and there, [ formed an opinion 
in regard to filter pipes Lind sou, I’m 
not knocking them—quite the contrary. 
When used as the manufacturers intend 
they shall be used, they are in many was 
superior to ordinary pipes. But, being 
special jobs, they require special care and 
attention. Unless the filter is frequently 
renewed, it can do more harm than good 


qe 


Any device that traps poisons, or ab- 
sorbs impurities, must be kept reasonably 
clean if it is to function properly Other- 
wise smoke drawn through it will enter 
the mouth more heavily laden with im- 
purities than smoke drawn through an 
ordinary, but clean, smoke channel. In 
my opinion, a dirty filter can be more 
injurious to the smoker than no filter 
at all! 

“Never permit the cake in your pipe 
to exceed the thickness of a nickle. Being 
a carboniferous deposit, it is more sus- 
ceptible than wood to heat, and will 
expand more rapidly when subjected to 
fire. Too-sudden expansion may crack or 
split an otherwise good bowl. Therefore, 
always carefully ream the cake before it 
becomes thick enough to damage the 
pipe .. .” So say the pipe experts and 
others who profess to know.

EOPLE often want to know what 

kind of tobacco [ smoke. I smoke 
whatever kind I like and that’s my ad- 
vice to anyone I don't think the price 
determines how “good” it may be. Only 
‘our taste and temperament determines 
how “good” a tobacco is. I’ve smoked 
tobaccos costing anywhere from a nickel 
an ounce to a dollar an ounce Some I 
like, and some I don’t, but I’ve found, 
and I know you have too, that price 
doesn’t always determine the smoking 
pleasure. 


I do a lot of mixing of my own. This 
is a lot of fun, and you can then make 
up just the kind of a smoke you want— 
strong when you feel like a strong smoke, 
or mild when you want to just sit and 
relax. Of the ready made mixtures, I 
think the one called Revalation is about 
as good as they come. It is a mild mix- 
ture of five good, clean tobaccos, and 
sets well in any pipe 


Then there’s the ever present question 
of what is the best pipe to buy. Well, 
your opinion is as good as mine, for 
again, taste has a lot to do with it. I like 
pipes made of imported briar, and speak- 
ing of imported pipes, here’s a short tale 
about a tall pipe I once imported from 
New York to New Jersey. 


I have about sixteen hundred pipes in 
my collection, including that big one 
made for the World’s Fair. That big 
one was getting sort of lonesome, being 
all alone in its place, so I decided to see 
if I couldn’t find another big one to go 
with it. Investigation revealed that there 
were no other big pipes from the New 
York Fair, so I wondered about big pipes 
that might have been made for display 
at other fairs. How about the St. Louis 
Exposition in 1893, I wondered
